28th out of the top 100 public schools in South Carolina.      Students at WHS enjoy 

opportunities in multiple languages including German and Spanish as well as advanced 

placement offerings in science, English, mathematics, and social studies. Creativity and 

innovation are fostered in many classes such as introduction to engineering and PLTW.

earn certificates at the Platinum, Gold, Silver, and Bronze level on WorkKeys assessments.
